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ANNUAL  REPORT 


THE  Council  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting  a  Report 
covering  the  years  1939-46  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
Audited  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1946. 

During  the  war  years  many  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  serving  with  H.M.  Forces  either  at  home  or  abroad  and 
consequently  it  was  not  found  possible  to  issue  the  usuaj 
Annual  Report. 

The  hospital,  however,  carried  on  during  the  whole  of  the 
war  period  though  often  under  considerable  difficulty.  The 
district  suffered  very  heavily  from  enemy  action,  and  the 
hospital  premises  were  themselves  damaged  no  less  than  six 
times — namely,  16th  October,  1940,  23rd  October,  1940, 
1 6th  / 1 7 th  April,  1941,  10th  May,  1941,  1st  July,  1944,  and 
2 1  st  March,  1945  ;  some  estimate  of  the  danger  to  the  Staff 
mav  be  appreciated  when  it  is  stated  that  the  adjoining 
premises  were  entirely  demolished  by  a  direct  hit  on  one  of 
these  occasions.  The  Council  therefore  wish  to  put  on  record 
their  grateful  appreciation  to  those  members  of  the  Staff  who 
carried  on  so  magnificently  and  whose  efforts  enabled  the 
work  of  the  hospital  to  continue  during  these  difficult  times. 


The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  patients  treated 
during  the  period  under  review. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  naturally  a  big  reduction  in 
attendances  for  some  time  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  but  there¬ 
after  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  demonstrates 
that  the  specialised  work  of  this  hospital  continues  to  meet  a 
need  and  one  that  receives  the  obvious  appreciation  of  its 
patients. 

For  many  years  we  have  received  the  support  of  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund,  the  London  Midland  Scottish  and  the  London 
North  Eastern  Railways,  the  Mutual  Friendly  Aid,  the  Delmar 
Charitable  Trust,  the  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Company  and  the 
Victoria  Hospital  Aid  Society,  to  each  of  whom  the  Council 
extend  their  sincere  thanks. 

For  complimentary  tickets  we  have  to  thank  the  Apollo, 
Saville  and  the  New  Theatres. 

The  Council  desire  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  for  the 
honorary  assistance  during  the  War  Period,  given  by  Mrs. 
Mannix  and  Mrs.  King-Church,  when  they  acted  as  Almoners, 
and  thus  helped  the  Hospital  during  a  very  difficult  time. 
They  also  desire  to  express  particular  appreciation  to  Dr. 
Harkness,  who  acted  as  Secretary,  to  Dr.  Sherry-Dottridge, 
who  served  on  the  Board  of  Management,  and  to  Dr.  Scovell. 
Also  to  Sister  Yule  and  Miss  McBain,  who  carried  on  then- 
work  right  through  the  War  period  and  by  their  loyal  service 
enabled  the  Medical  side  of  the  Hospital  to  function 
continuously.
